
Day 1 (Monday): No widespread impactful weather is expected. However, 
some locally dense fog will be seen across parts of the Central Valley through 
late morning, likely redeveloping overnight.
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Monday - Sunday
● Areas of overnight and morning dense fog will continue through at least midweek for portions of the Central Valley, and possibly across some of 

the deeper mountain valleys as well
● Dry weather is also expected to continue statewide through the weekend along with rather mild temperatures for late January
● Another period of gusty offshore winds is forecast later Tuesday and Wednesday across the southern California mountains and foothills and the 

Sierra, with gusts of 30 to locally 50 mph possible

Temperatures
• Near normal temperatures are favored for much of the state, with the exception of southern California where above normal temperatures are 

favored

Precipitation
• Above normal precipitation is favored across far northern California, with below normal precipitation favored for far southern portions of the 

state. In between, near normal precipitation is favored for the majority of the state.

8-14 Day Outlook (January 31 – February 6)
Temperatures
• Near normal temperatures are favored across far northern California, with above normal readings favored across the south. Near normal 

temperatures are favored for much of central California.

Precipitation
• Near normal precipitation is favored for much of the state, with above normal amounts favored across the far north and below normal values 

favored across southern parts of the state
